Project Location (include county): The project is located at Curry Creek, north of Baseline Road, west of
Fiddyment Road, and east of Country Acres Lane in the City of Roseville, County of Placer, State of California;
Latitude 38.755613°, Longitude -121.394391°; Sections 1 and 2, Township 10N, Range 5E, and Sections 34 and
35, Township 11N, Range 5E, U.S. Geological Survey (USGS) map ‘Pleasant Grove’, Mount Diablo base and
meridian.

Project Description: The California Department of Fish and Wildlife (CDFW) has amended Streambed Alteration
Agreement number 1600-2020-0035-R2, pursuant to section 1602 of the Fish and Game Code with the Permittee,
Sierra Vista Communities, LLC.

The amendment consists of the addition of two temporary stream crossings within the impact footprint previously
analyzed in the Agreement. The two temporary stream crossings are necessary for construction vehicle access and
will be removed and restored to pre-project conditions in fall of 2020 prior to the onset of winter rains.
